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Response to Amendment 

This action is in response to the request for reconsideration filed on 7/27/05. 

As per applicant's request claims 13 and 15-19 have been amended and new claims 20 
and 21 have been entered. 

As per applicant's request claims 13-21 have been considered but they are not persuasive. 

Claims 13-21 stand rejected under 35 USC 102(e) as being unpatentable over Rising III 
USPN 6,445,834. 

In the remark applicant argues, 

I) "Steps to display icon representative of position information on a geographical map". 

II) "The position icons 181-184 and geographical map of figure 12 are non limiting 
examples". 

III) Image information and position information each of which has attribute date of time 
and both image information displaying and position information displaying specify a 
corresponding relationship between icons of the first type and icon of the second type using 
attribute data of time as a parameter" as to claim 14. 

In response to applicant's arguments, 

I) It was noted that cited reference fairly discloses displaying icon representative of 
position information on a geographical map (figures 1 and 6, column 2, lines 3-14), therefore, 
examiner interprets that reference has disclosed that representation and position of icon been 
done in energy and orientation map which allows to image analysis as depicted as in column 4, 
lines 1-45. Thus, limitations are met by the reference. 
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II) It was also noted that cited reference fairly suggests positioning icon and non-limiting 
example (column 8, lines 18-40). Therefore, examiner believe that cited reference has depicted 
that one example of a particular scoring. . . across the entire scoring domain of the image set and 
reference also teaches in column 8, lines 35, that it will be apparent to one of the ordinary skill in 
art since reference has descried multi-dimensional use and use in accessing, processing global 
information. Thus, limitations are met by the reference. 

III) It was noted that reference fairly suggested that image information and position 
information each of which has attribute date of time and both image information displaying and 
position information displaying specify a corresponding relationship between icons of the first 
type and icon of the second type using attribute data of time as a parameter (figures 3, 10 and 11, 
column 6, lines 46-65, column 7, lines 1-25 and column 8, lines 52-54). Therefore, examiner 
interprets that values and attributes were used in order to display information corresponding to 
the image, which later will be or has been stored in the database. Thus, limitations are met by the 
reference. 

Regarding claims 20 

Rejection of claim 13 is incorporated and further claims recites limitation as in claim 13 
therefore claims 20 is rejected under same rational as claim 13. 
Regarding claims 21 

Rejection of claim 17 is incorporated and further claims recites limitation as in claim 17 
therefore claims 21 is rejected under same rational as claim 17.
